The 
Muscovites are advancing over the 
b odies of dead Germans, 
Comparatively few pri.soners are 
b eing taken b y the Red forces and 
the rapidly-retreating Hitlerites are 
in no position to capture many 
Mufwovites. 
Thus the casualties which the 
Nazis are inflicting on the Rus­ 
sians—and they presumab ly are 
considerab le, although we lack fig­ 
ures—likewise are mainly in killed 
and wounded. 
I 
N the first six days of tlie great 
new Russian offenoive on the 
Leningrad-Novgorod front, Moscow 
reported that 40,000 Germans were 
slain. 
Gen. Leonid Govorov’s troops in 
the Leningrad area accounted for 
25.000 of the dead and the other 
15.000 
were 
killed 
b efore 
the 
ancient etroughold of Novgorod to 
the 
south. 
The 
Moscow 
radio 
summed up the situation with .grim 
satisfaction like this: 
“German 
forces 
are 
b leeding 
profusely. They are panic-stricken 
under the thieatening tentacle of 
a mighty Soviet army of retrib u­ 
tion.” 
“RetrIb utloÉ”—dhat b ums ia the 
« in d of tfte Red ioldler. He Is ex- 
acUnt 
punishment 
fw 
crimes 
against his own people. 
To b e sure, a q uarter million 
German troops near Leningrad are 
thi-eatened 
with 
b eing 
trapped. 
That likely will mean prisoners if 
the trap closes, b nt the way things 
are going it also will mean a moun­ 
tain of dead. 
ON Nov. S last, Marehal Stalin 
annoamced that the Nazis had 
suffered 4,000,000 casualties on the 
Russian front during the previous 
year. 
Of this huge total. l,80(f,000 were 
killed. 
There were 147.200 b uried 
at 
Stalingrad. 
Moscow 
reported 
that 100.000 Hitlerites were killed 
on the Ukraine front alone in the 
first three weeks of 1944. 
So it ha« gone, and so it’s likely 
to continue to the b loody end. 
While the derire to exact retrib u­ 
tion accounts for much of the b it­ 
terness of the fighting in Russia, 
that isn’t the full explanation. 
The great military experts are 
agreed that annihilation of the 
enemy is the one sure way to vic­ 
tory—and they mean killing or 
capture. 
The mere forcing of the 
foe to ab andon territoi-y doesn’t 
win wa.rs. 
The Russian war lords always 
have b een leading exponents of an­ 
nihilation. 
Now they are b eing 
served writh a b ig dish of their own 
strong meat. 
The Russian« consistently have 
pursued 
annihilation 
tactics 
in 
their offensives. 
Almost invari­ 
ab le their attcaks have b een turn­ 
ing movements, designed to trap 
men. 
The 
many 
curving 
Red 
thrusts now cutting through the 
thousand miles or so of German 
b attle line, look like so many 
sickiee—part of the emb lem of the 
Soviet Union. 
NO wonder the Germans are short 
of reserves. Their lack of men 
is one of the prime causes of their 
growing weakness. 
So far as concerns the Lenin­ 
grad-Novgorod b attle, catastrophe 
la casting its b lack shadow over 
the Hitlerite ranks. 
It will take all the undoub ted 
skill of their command to extricate 
them from their perilous position. 
And even If they escape the trap, 
It means a disastrous defeat. ‘

LONDON, Jan. 22—The R.A.F.’s 
campaign to flatten German indus­

whlc’n included a smaller attack 
on Berlin. 
The new b lows against Germany, 
following up the heavy assault 
on the capital the previous night, 
cost the R.A.F. 55 b omb ers. 
They came while the Germans 
themselves were stab b ing at Lon­ 
don and southeast England with 
two sharp raids b y a force of ap­ 
proximately 90 b omb ers. 
1.000 Planet Take Part 
Prob ab ly 1,000 planes took part 
in the wide-spread operations of 
the R.A.F. during the night, strik­ 
ing also into northern Prance and 
laying mines. 
This made It the second 1,000- 
plane Allied offensive within 14 
hours. Approximately that numb er 
of American and British aircraft 
attacked the Pas De Calais area iu 
daylight yesterday. 
The night’s losses were heaviest 
since 58 b omb ers went down dur­ 
ing a great assault on Berlin last 
Aug. 23. 
Magdeb urg, a city of 300,000 on 
the left b ank of the Elb e river, 
ab out 83 miles southwest of Ber­ 
lin, is a Junction point for the 
main railways to Leipzig, Kassel 
and Hamb urg—all previously hit 
heavily. 
Magdeb urg was b omb ed exactly 
a week b efore b y Mosquitos while 
a b ig fleet of British b omb ers con­ 
centrated on the aircraft manu­ 
facturing center of Brunswick, 26 
miles away. 
Crest Fires Started 
The air ministry describ ed last 
night’s b last at Magdeb urg as “a 
very heavy attack” and said great 
fires wore left b urning. 
Other b omb ers struck unidenti­ 
fied targets in France, following 
up yesterday’s 1,000-plane daylight 
assault on the so-called “rocket 
gun coast”. 
The Germans, goaded into mak­ 
ing a counter-b low, sent one group 
of b omb ers across the channel b e­ 
fore midnight and another early 
this morning. 
The Nazi retaliation, although

ON FARM WAGE 


WFA Fixes $2,400 Top As 


Pay Shows Sharp Jump

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 — In a 
move unprecedemted in American 
farm history, a wage control pro­ 
gram for agiiculfcural workers, with 
a maximum ceiling of $2,400 a year, 
has b een ordered b y War Food Ad­ 
ministrator Marvin Jones. 
Aids of the administrator, who 
disclosed the plan, said war food 
administration lab or offices have 
b een directed to set up state farm 
wage b oards to hold heat^ings and 
catab llsh maximum wages, much in 
the manner of the war lab or b oard 
in determining ceilings for indus­ 
trial workers. 
Shortly after the 1942 wage sta­ 
b ilization act, Stab iHzation Direc­ 
tor Fred M. Vinson put farm wages 
under supervision of the WFA b ut 
official« did not consider it nec­ 
essary to take Immediate general 
action toward control. 
Highest Level In 20 Years 
Now however, farm wages have 
reached the highest point in 20 
years. 
Many workers have gone 
into war plants and those remain­ 
ing on farms repeatedly have re­ 
ceived what amounts to 
a b lanket 
deferment from selective service. 
There are few restrictions on 
their transfer from one farm to an­ 
other. Thus they are in a position 
to b argain. 
A recent report of the b ureau 
of agricultural economics stated 
farm wages generally showed a 
sharp increase in the previous 12 
months. 
For the year 1943, wages stood 
at 264 percent of the 1910-14 aver­ 
age and 64 points ab ove the 1942 
level. 
Present rates are said to aver-

Trains Given Code Number 
Ea<‘h train in the “shadow” serv­ 
ice carries a code numb er. For ex­ 
ample, "ABC-4217” might mean a 
locomotive and 40 cars must b e 
at depot “A” to load certain mate­ 
rials and b e ready to leave it 3 
p. m. on a given day. and to travel 
b y an indicated route to a desig­ 
nated port, arriving at 6 a. m, the 
following morning. 
When the Invasion "green light’’ 
is given, these code numb ers will 
flash over the telegraph wires to 
train crews assemb led and wait 
lug for action. 
Meanwhile, Adolf Hitler has com­ 
pleted his anti-invasion command 
with the appointment of Marshal 
Erwin Rommel as inspector gen 
eral for the defense of Europe. 
Hitler Re-8huffles Command 
Hitler has reshuffled his high 
command completely in preparation 
for the Allied attack from Britain, 
according to neutral reports q uol 
ed b y the Daily Express. 
In his new role. Rommel holds 
a post corresponding to that of 
Col. Gen. Heinz Guderian, inspec­ 
tor general of the German air 
force. 
None will b e a field commander 
b ut each will b e In supreme con­ 
trol of their respective services, 
i t was said. 
Field Marshal Karl von Runstedt

L ifting The Siege Of L eningrad 


'T'HB battle of tbe Russian cities, which^ has 
passed through climax es at the gates of 
■ Moscow, in the streets of Stalingrad and back and 
forth through Kharkov, Kiev, Voronezh, Rostov, 
Orel, Smolensk and many others, has reached 
another climactic turning point in the lifting of 
the siege of Leningrad. 
The ex pert observations of the scholars of 
strategy and the historians who soon will begin 
to prepare their accounts of the things that 
defeated tbe Germans in Russia m ust be awaited 
for full understanding of the cities' part In the 
Russo-German war. But It is plain enough that 
the Germans needed them desperately and. being 
unable to bold them or, as in the case of Moscow, 
Stalingrad and Leningrad to occupy them, lost 
not only the military advantage but the prestige 
which might have undermined Russian courage. 
Russla'a fighting forces and the Russian peo­ 
ple, them selves, reached the height of their 
determ ination to repel the Invaalon when the 
Germans sought a showdown over the Soviet 
Union’s three most precious cities. 
A w ar th at 
Russia som etimes seemed to be losing could not 
he called won by the Germans while Leningrad, 
! Moscow and Stalingrad, the aymhoUc bastions, 
rem ained unconquered. 
T his was a m atter hot merely of railroads, 
‘ logistics and strong points of m ilitary advantage: 
„ it was a history-making trium ph of the uncon­ 
querable spirit of proud people flghUng In defense 
1 of their homeland.

W hen the blase broke 
out we were lo deluded by our wishful thinking 
we reassured one another calmly th at It m ust 
be a false alarm because we had adopted a resolu­ 
tion against having any more fires. 
It will happen again. Tbe question is w hether 
this time tbe dream will be kept separated from 
the reality. The premium on Insurance against 
war comes high enough to Justify plans to reduce 
It by preventive m easures, but does not come high 
enough to w arrant 
a lapse of protection. Perhaps 
there will come a day when all risk will be 
elim inated, but until then the United States 
m ust do Its peace dream ing In full aw areness 
of the fact th at dream ing w on't make It so. 
Mr. W ilson’s w arning is timely. If tbe United 
States w ants peace—and it does—It is not too 
soon to work in that direction by serving notice 
on tbe w arm akers that Sucker Sam doesn’t In­ 
tend to let him self get caught three times in tbe 
sam e generation.

Roosevelt's budget message, this 
Is w hat the high cost of war looks 
like for the present fiscal year, 
now more than half over: 
Of every dollar spent by the 
governm ent during the year, 92.3 
cents will go directly to the war 
effort, 2.7 cents to pay the inter­ 
est on the public debt (m ost of 
which was caused by war » pend­ 
ing) and the other 5 cents to other 
activities, some of them prompted 
by tbe war effort.

Tips On How 
To Keep Well

Scientists declare Jape' eyes 
are good. 
DO YOU remember In the pre- 
Pearl Harbor days the common 
saying that all the Japanese were 
myopic and therefore could not 
compete in marksmanship with 
Americans and Europeans? That 
piece of misinformation Is now 
definitely a casualty of the awak­ 
ening we are having as to the 
fighting qualities of our enemy. 
The anthropologists ooukl have 
told us, Indeed did tell as better, 
but apparently few listen to an­ 
thropologists when a war jingo Is 
shouting and beating his tom-tom 
on the street corner. 
One feature that deceived us 
and led us to our ander-estimetlon 
of the enemy is the Mongoloid 
fold. This can be seen on the In 
ner portion of the eyelids next to 
the nose. The eyelids of the white 
races at this juncture come togeth 
or In a sharp point. Between them 
a small red knob juts out—a papilla 
lacrymalis which helps to divert 
the tears Into the tear duct. 
Upper Eyelid Different 
In the Mongoloid reces. on the 
other hand, the upper eyelid comes 
into the nose in a gentle curve 
covering the papilla lacrymalis en­ 
tirely. This is the Mongoloid fold. 
It Is due to a thickened eyelid 
partly due to a larger amount of 
fat in the orbit than the white 
races have and pertly to different 
muscle Implantation. 
The American Indian has the 
same fold, and he was alway* sup­ 
posed to be a pretty good shot 
This fold, and the larger amount 
of fat in the orbit, causes a nar­ 
rowing of the palpebral fissure In 
the Mongoloids—slit eyes. Meas­ 
urements on different races show 
the average width of the palpebral 
fissure to be: Chinese, 26.6 m.m.; 
Japanese. 28.9 m.m.; European, S0{ 


m.m.; Greeks, S U m.m. This nar­ 
row silt also created Hie misap­ 
prehension of bad vision among 
the Japanese because it made the 
eyeball look flat. 
Many Wear Glasser 
The habit of wearing glasser 
among Hie Japanese is far more 
widespread.than among Europeans 
and Is ascribed to poor lighting 
coupled with much reading. Then 
the Imitativeness of the Japanese 
plays a part — wearing glasses 
marks the Individual as of a high­ 
er cultural level. Such ideas ara 
not unknown among us. 
I have known many a young 
doctor to adopt a pair of window 
panes on graduation so he will 
look older and more intellectual. 
And than the European habit of. tho 
monocle Is as close to pure affec­ 
tation as one can get In this 
world. Nobody has one eye so 
badly distorted that It needs a 
lens, while the other Is perfect 
Bat the monocle gives decor! 
The fact Is that Japanese eyes 
are Just as good on the average as 
thosa of any other race. Vision is 
granted to all mankind as an 
equal birthright. Training makes 
some tribe# or groups more vis­ 
ually acute. 
Again, rumor hath It that the 
Japs are relatively poor fighter- 
pilots because their habit of read­ 
ing up and down has not exercised 
their peripheral fields of vision as 
much as in the white fighters who 
read across the page. But this Is 
hearsay, and has not been scien­ 
tifically tested. It would not be 
good practice to depend on it.
